“Last year we helped 
about 200 to 250 kids and 
families,” Montgomery 
said. “Right now we are 
expecting a bigger turn¬ 
out this year. We could 
use some donations of 
new or gently used toys, 
we need some bicycles 
and we also need men's 
and children’s coats.” 

The event allows each 
child from infants up 
to age 13 to receive one 
or two new gifts and a 
chance to select from 
some gently used older 
toys. If they need it, chil¬ 
dren can also get a coat 
as the AmVets try their 
best to once again answer 
a call to help others. 

“All we ask is that those 
who come be residents of 


Powell County. We will 
ask for an I.D. and the 
kids have to be with their 
parents,” Montgomery 
said. Operation Christmas 
Smile will be held on 
Saturday, Dec. 22 begin¬ 
ning at 11:30 a.m. 

The kids also get to 
meet Santa Claus and 
receive a goody bag from 
him. Each child that 
walks in the door gets a 
ticket to place in a basket 
on the front of a new bike. 
If their name is pulled 
out they get the bike. 

The AmVets once again 
have teamed up with 
the Powell County 911 
Dispatch Center this 
year. The scanner drive 
has brought in several 
donations, including 
monetary donations, to 
help the cause. There also

Wandering horses may 
become the county's soon

Call them nomads. 
You may even call them 
runaways. Whatever you 
call them; Powell County 
Animal Control Officer 
Randall Martin has to 
deal with them. Going on 
three weeks now he has 
done just that. 

Are they dogs or cats? 
No. 

Residents of the 
Winchester Road and 
Turley Road areas in 
West Bend woke up one 
morning to find six hors¬ 
es just going from field 
to field. Now Martin has 
control of them and is 
housing them on a farm 
in that area. 


“They just sort of 
showed up,” Martin 
explained late last week. 
“I suppose they came 
from the Clark County 
side. I’ve heard that there 
have been some horses 
dropped off in fields over 
there and I guess they 
just wondered over here.” 

The horses seem to have 
been moving together as 
a group. At first there 
was one call about the 
horses, but that changed 
as they moved around. At 
one point residents in the 
area thought they may 
be heading toward the 
Mountain Parkway. 

However, Martin was 
called to retrieve them. 
“I’ve got them at Darnell’s 
(Fletcher) place right now, 
down near my place. But 


I hope to be able to find 
who they belong to.” 

According to state law 
the county or whoever 
found them and keeps 
them for 90 days can take 
possession of them and 
become the owners. 

Of course the state law 
states that the horses 
have to be checked to 
make sure there are no 
marks or brands. They 
also have to be checked to 
see if those brands have 
been tampered with. But 
if not the horses could 
become county property. 

If that happens the 
county has to file a stray 
certificate for each horse. 
That costs 75 cents per 
horse. Feeding them may 
be another story. 

Martin did not say what

Cops & Kids program helps make Christmas a little brighter

As the Christmas sea¬ 
son begins each December, 
thoughts of helping oth¬ 
ers seems to fill the air. 

For 13 years now mem¬ 
bers of the Powell County 
law enforcement com¬ 
munity, along with other 
departments, community 
leaders, the school sys¬ 
tem and volunteers, have 
been helping to make the 
holiday special for those 
who are little less fortu¬ 
nate. That tradition, now 
known as “Cops & Kids,” 
continued last Thursday. 

The local Fraternal of 
Police chapter, along with 
officers from Bath County 
and Louisville, played host 
for 108 Powell County 
children who might other¬ 
wise miss out on having a 
good Christmas this year. 
The kids met with offi¬ 
cers, businessmen, clerks 
from the circuit clerk’s 
office and high school stu¬ 
dents at the Winchester 
Wal-Mart. Each child was 
allowed to spend up to 
$100 and the plan is that 



each child gets shoes, 
clothing and a toy. Some 
kids may have gone over 
the limit a little, but the 
officers did not seem to 
mind. 

“They go over a little on 


some, but they are usual¬ 
ly in need of every item of 
clothing they picked and 
we want to make sure 
they get a toy too,” FOP 
President Denny Frazier 
said as he watched the

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Parade crasher arrested, 


charged with

Ever just want to be 
in a parade? Or maybe 
you are just in a hurry 
and cannot wait for a 
parade to end? It looked 
like a driver may have 
these questions on their 
mind during last week¬ 
ends Kiwanis Winterfest 
Celebration Parade in 
Stanton. 

Police say that a 
maroon 2013 Chevrolet 
HHR pulled out in front 
of one of the floats and 
nearly hit it. An officer 
in the parade, Powell 
County Deputy/SRO 
Kevin Babcock, pulled 
the vehicle over. The 
driver, later identified as 
Edwina G. Benningfield, 
was seen by Babcock try¬ 
ing to trade places with 


another person in the car, 
so it would appear as if 
she was not driving. 

Benningfield, 49, of 
Stanton, was checked for 
possibly being under the 
influence and reportedly 
failed the field sobriety 
test. In fact the police 
report indicated that the 
testing had to be stopped 
as she fell down several 
times. 

The report also stated 
that Benningfield admit¬ 
ted to taking the medica¬ 
tion Neurontin prior to 
driving. To make matters 
worse there were three 
children, ages 6,7 and 9 
in the vehicle. 

Benningfield was also 
found to be driving on 
a suspended driver's 
license. She as taken 
to the Stanton Police 
Department where she 
was notified of the law 


DUI 

that drivers suspected of 
driving under the influ¬ 
ence will be tested. It is 
known as “implied con¬ 
sent” and is part of the 
process people agree to 
when they get a drivers 
license in the state of 
Kentucky. Benningfield 
refused to have her blood 
tested. 

Benningfield was 
placed under arrest for 
DUI first with aggravat¬ 
ing circumstances and 
operating a vehicle on a 
suspended license. She 
was later released on a 
$2,500 surety bond. As 
part of her release condi¬ 
tions she is not allowed 
to drive and she cannot 
be unsupervised with any 
children. 

Benningfield will be in 
Powell District Court on 
Dec. 18.

have drop off boxes at various locations 
around the county. 

“We have them at Cash Express, 
Whitaker Bank, Dollar General, Cash 
in a Dash, literally all over town,” 
Montgomery said as he named off a 
few locations. “They can even drop of 
donations at dispatch or the AmVets 
Building in Clay City. 

But the post does not stop there when 
it comes to helping people. They also 
provide items for veterans at the V.A. 
Medical Center on Leestown Road in 
Lexington and at the Stanton Nursing 
Home. Montgomery said the post mem¬ 
bers have already taken pillows and 
sheets to Lexington, but need blan¬ 
kets for those veterans who are going 
through a transitional program there. 
The veterans get to keep theses items 
when they are released. 

“We try to take care of them and those 
in the nursing home. We take them 
things all year round and we could 
really use some blankets now. They 
need twin size blankets for their beds,” 
Montgomery said. “We will take them a 
holiday dinner too and the more we get 
help from donations the easier it is to do 


these things for them.” 

Young people help the post. The high 
school's Science and Ecology Club has 
been collecting items at the school, 
while a Daisy Troop has been making 
cars for the veterans. But Montgomery 
said that the post accepts donations all 
year round, not just at the holidays. 

On Saturday, Dec. 15 the post will 
hold a soup bean supper to raise more 
money to help both with the veterans 
and Operation Christmas Smile. “All we 
ask is for a $5 cover or a gift of equal or 
greater value,” Montgomery said. 

As Christmas approaches the mem¬ 
bers of the post know that the needs will 
be great, but have always come through 
thanks to hard work and community 
assistance. Montgomery believes that 
the community knows the need is there 
and likes to help. 

“We will need the donations by Dec. 
20 so we can take the veterans their 
blankets and get ready fro the give 
away on Dec. 22,” he said. “Those dona¬ 
tions make it possible for both the 
veterans and the kids to have a special 
Christmas.”

more.” 

The smiles creep across the faces 
of boy's and girls as they pick out the 
latest video game or a bike. Some get 
pretty excited with a new winter coat 
and a pair of good shoes. While the joy 
can be seen on their faces, heart strings 
are tugged on as the “shoppers” work 
with each child. 

“We've had a child ask to go get food 
for their house because or to get things 
for other siblings. We try to get that 
child's name, check it out and take 
to that family the things they need,” 
Frazier said. “It is heart-wrenching 
some for the stories we hear.” 

The “Cops & Kids” program has helped 
over 1,000 children since it started in 
Powell County 13 years ago. Former 
Clay City Police Chief, the late Randy 
Lacy, was involved in starting the pro¬ 
gram here. 

“We started a little slow, we had about 
100 kids or so and each kid was able to 
spend about $50. There would be kids 
go over on things we knew they needed 
and you would see officers give out of 
their own pocket. And we know they 


don't make that much,” Frazier added. 
“But they wanted to make that child's 
Christmas special.” 

As time as gone on the number of 
kids have grown some years but stays 
at around 100, and the amounts they 
can spend have increased. “The cost of 
things has gone up,” Frazier said, “but 
we are so appreciative of all the dona¬ 
tions we get to continue this program.” 
FOP Vice President Mike Townsend 
added, “Every bit of money donated to 
this program goes directly back into the 
kids.” After the shopping spree the kids 
were treated to lunch at either the Clay 
City or Stanton Dairy Queen. 

“We want to help put a positive influ¬ 
ence in these children's lives. That is 
why we do this and that is why we 
care,” Frazier said. “Each child needs 
someone to care for them and today it 
is our turn. We want them to know we 
care everyday and we are here to help.”

As she turns 16 today 
and we start on that final 
push to 18, the constant 
hints about driving and 
wanting a car, I have to 
look back with a little

There is still so much I 
need to teach her and 
time is getting shorter. 
Before long she will be

her life and where will I 
be then? 

But then again I also 
realize that God has given 
her to me to teach her the 
right things, which I hope 
I have.

And despite 
all my faults, my short¬ 
comings and my mistakes 
(don't fool yourselves, we 
all make them), she still 
loves me. 

These past 16 years 
have gone by quickly, too 
quick for me. But I pray 
things will just get better 
and better from here. Of 
course it's scary as she 
grows up and I have to 
realize she will be on her 
own someday, but I have 
to trust God to take care 
of her. 

Sure I could complain 
and fuss about all the 
hustle and bustle this 
time of year. I could be a 
stick in the mud and feel 
sorry for myself because 
things may not be exactly 
what I had wanted in 
life.

God has 
given me 16 good years 
with her and 17 with her 
momma (who has to put 
up with me; she says she 
is raising two children).

Your charitable dona¬ 
tion can help clothe a 
child, put food on the table 
for a family in need and 
bring hope to those who 
have none. As you open 
your heart and pocket- 
book this holiday season, 
make sure that you give 
wisely. 

Much like storms and 
natural disasters, the 
season of giving brings 
out the best and worst 


in people. Scam artists 
are ready to unveil their 
latest schemes designed 
to prey on the generosity 
of others. 

Kentuckians need to be 
wary of fraudulent chari¬ 
ties and phishing scams 
during the holidays. Don’t 
be pressured into mak¬ 
ing a donation-research a 
charity before making a 
donation. Beware of unso¬ 
licited email requests 
that appear to come from 
a legitimate charity; they 
may actually be phishing 
scams. 

Fraudulent emails can 
contain viruses or direct 
consumers to legitimate¬ 
looking websites where 
they are asked to provide 
personal and financial 
information to scam art¬ 
ists. Consumers who fall 
victim to phishing or mal¬ 
ware scams risk having 
their finances compro¬ 
mised, identities stolen 
and safety jeopardized. 


Naughty or Nice? 

To make sure your 
charitable contribution is 
reaching those who need 
it most, use my charitable 
giving database at ag.ky. 
gov/civil/consumerpro- 
tection. Consumers can 
find out if a charity is 
registered with the Office 
of the Attorney General 
and what percentage of 
their charitable donation 
actually goes to the char¬ 
ity and what percentage 
goes to a paid solicitor. 

Shop Safely Online 

Kentucky consumers 
also need to take pre¬ 
cautions when shopping 
online during the holi¬ 
days. A record number 
of consumers are utiliz¬ 
ing smart phones, tab¬ 
lets and laptops to shop, 
which has scam artists 
developing fraudulent 
apps, emails and websites 
to gain access to your per¬ 
sonal finances and steal 
your identity. 


To stay safe while shop¬ 
ping online, please follow 
these tips: 

Only do business with 
companies you know 
and trust and that offer 
secure payment process¬ 
ing. Look for websites 
that start with https, (the 
“s” stands for secure). 

To protect yourself 
against these seasonal 
phishing scams, verify 
the communication by 
calling the company or by 
logging into your account 
directly from the busi¬ 
ness' website. 

Never do business with 
someone who insists that 
you wire money.

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Enjoy that fresh cut Christmas tree

Many of us will still 
bring in a freshly cut 
Christmas tree to enjoy 
the rest of the month of 
December. We all realize 
that locally grown trees 
are the freshest, howev¬ 
er local Christmas tree 
sources are few and far 
between in this area now. 
Dry weather in parts of 
the state where trees are 
grown may also be of con¬ 
cern. 

In Kentucky you will 
be able to choose from 
Scots Pine, White Pine, 
Douglas fir and Norway 
Spruce. Firs and spruce 
trees may be more expen¬ 
sive than pines because 
they take longer to grow 
to the same heights. 

For all of my 53 years of 
life, I have had a cut tree 
in my home at Christmas. 
When I was young, I can 
remember going with my 
poor dad to the woods. 
We would usually go get 
our tree around the 21st 
or 22nd of December. We 
would go to a number 
of neighbor's fields and 
fence rows looking for the 
perfect “Cedar” tree. For 
those who know about 
cedar trees, you will real¬ 
ize there are few perfect 
cedar trees. Many look 
yellow due to the summer 
heat, and many, if not 
most, are forked and will 
divide in half when you 
cut them down. 

I can remember as a 
chubby child, being all 
wrapped up in coveralls 
and hoods and toboggans 
walking through the un¬ 
mowed fields which were 
filled with sawbriers, 


blackberry bushes and 
the worst, multi-flora 
rose bushes. The briars 
would cut you in half, 
even through your cov¬ 
eralls. 

I am sure that in some 
years, my Christmas 
pictures were horrible, 
because I was cut up so 
bad due to the briars. It 
probably looked like I 
had been in a fight with a 
wild cat somewhere, and 
the wild cat won! 

But I will always 
remember my poor dad 
looking for the perfect 
tree. It could only be 6-7 
feet tall and not too thin, 
nor too small. It seemed 
we would look for hours, 
but he would always find 
one. I can see him now 
bringing that tree in now, 
proud of his accomplish¬ 
ment. He would never 
help decorate it-that 
was always Mom's job. 
His job was completed 
now. He had performed 
his Christmas duty 
with honor. Only when I 
became a dad, did I real¬ 
ize the sacrifices he made 
for the Holidays and even 
more through the rest of 
the year. I do miss him at 
Christmas. 

When selecting your 
“perfect” tree this month 
make sure to check for 
freshness. Needles should 
be green and hard to 
break off. Tap the trunk 
of the tree on the ground. 
If there is a shower of 
falling green needles, 
that tree is too dry. 

Bring the tree home 
from the tree farm or 
retail lot and cut an addi¬ 
tional 1-2” off the base. 
This will allow the tree to 
be able to better absorb 
water once it is placed in 
the home. 

Set tree in a stand which 
will hold approximately 
one gallon of water. Place 
one cup of corn syrup plus 
3 tablespoons of bleach. 


The syrup will keep the 
tree fresh, the bleach 
will keep the water from 
becoming slimy and foul 
smelling. 

Make sure to check the 
water every 3-5 days and 
replenish the water mix¬ 
ture. You will be amazed 
at how much the tree will 
drink the first few days 
inside your home. Also 
if the family cat finds 
comfort under your tree, 
he or she may also decide 
that the tree water is an 
excellent place to get a 
drink as well. Trust me, I 
know this one from previ¬ 
ous experience. 

Place your tree away 
from cold air drafts and 
any heat source. Avoid 
areas near the fireplace, 
stoves or television. 

Use small twinkle 
lights that give off little 
amounts of heat. Always 
check chords for damage. 
Never use frayed chords 
on a live tree. Never leave 
your tree unattended. If 
you leave the house for 
any reason, make sure 
to turn off all lights. 
Nothing would be more 
sad than to have a house 
fire here at Christmas 
time, so make sure to 
take every precaution to 
make sure your tree is 
safe for the holidays. 

After the holidays are 
over, dispose of your tree 
in a responsible manner. 
Back in the woods, old 
trees can provide birds 
a home during the win¬ 
ter months. Trees placed 
in a pond or lake can 
also make great nesting 
sites for next spring's fish 
crop. 

For those who may need 
an extra tree in the land¬ 
scape and still want a 
live tree, you can bring a 
live, balled and burlapped 
tree inside your home for 
Christmas as well. There 
are a few drawbacks to 
this type of tree however. 


Probably the worst 
drawback of a live tree 
would be the overall 
weight of the tree. Balled 
and burlapped trees can 
weigh in excess of a hun¬ 
dred pounds. Don't spend 
your holiday in the emer¬ 
gency room, or go around 
with a twisted back, 
because you lifted a big 
tree into the house. 

Live trees must also be 
placed in a tub or bucket 
of some type in order to 
be watered a little while 
in your home. This will 
also add to your overall 
tree weight, when drag¬ 
ging that tree back out¬ 
side. 

Also while doing the 
green thing having 
a live tree, make sure 
you realize you should 
only use the tree inside 
for no more than seven 
days. Most of us want a 
tree inside to enjoy for a 
longer period than that. 
Before bringing your tree 
inside, bring it to the 
garage or porch for a day 
to acclimate it. When you 
finally do bring it inside, 
place it in the coolest spot 
in the house, and adjust 
the thermostat to even 
somewhat cooler, (if you 
can stand it). 

Once the gifts are 
unwrapped and Santa 
has gone North for the 
year, bring your live tree 
back out on the porch 
or garage to acclimate it 
back to a cooler place. I 
really do not know what 
the odds are about keep¬ 
ing a live tree live back 
in the landscape, but 
outdoor temperature cer¬ 
tainly will cause some 
concern. I would expect 
only 50% survival rate at 
best-but it may be worth 
a try. 

If bringing a live tree 
into the landscape, 
keep in mind where you 
want to place the tree. 
Look around and above. 


Nothing would be worse 
for the tree than to have 
the electric company cut 
it down in 10 years due 
to overhead wiring. If 
the ground is not frozen 
already, go ahead and dig 
your hole for the tree and 
cover it with a tarp to 
keep the water and snow 
out. 

Live trees are avail¬ 
able at most lawn and 
garden centers this time 
of year and do make a 
welcome addition to our 
home landscape. If it sur¬ 
vives, you and your kids 
or grand kids can deco¬ 
rate it for years to come 
and you can tell them you 
planted it in 2012. 

Whatever type of tree 
you use, whether it be a 
live or cut tree, of even a 
pre-lit artificial one, let 
the kids help, encourage 
them and include them in 
your holiday decorating. 
This will instill memories 
they will have for their 
lifetimes, and memories 
are what make Christmas 
special for us all.

Christmas times a’ coming

Jingle bells, jingle bells, jingle all the 
way. 

There was a time in my memory when 
I hoped I might never hear those words 
sang again. It was just over 20 years 
ago and I was in the midst of trying to 
complete the musical orchestration of a 
special Christmas CD. 

Alan Autry and Carroll O'Connor had 
asked me to bring together the “In the 
Heat of the Night” cast Christmas CD 
for charity. 

It began when Norman Holland at the 
Benson Company asked me if I might 
have a song for a Christmas compila¬ 
tion they were preparing for 1990. I 
asked some of my friends from the show 
if they might join me on a song and next 
thing I knew I had an entire Christmas 
album to produce. 

Thus began an eight-month long 
production that included over 60 per¬ 
formers, working in seven studios in 
four states with 12 recording en¬ 
gineers for over 175 studio hours. 
We decided to raise money for drug 
abuse prevention charities and Alan 
Autry and I produced the project. 

Each of the cast selected a song they 
wished to sing and then I worked to 
orchestrate the song by asking the 
appropriate musicians to enhance the 
performance they shared. 

The project includes the sounds 
of bluegrass, jazz, rhythm and 
blues, Cajun, country and even pop. 
The primary performances featured the 
late Carroll O'Connor (Bring a Torch, 
Jeanette Isabella), the late Howard 
Rollins (The Night Before Christmas), 
Anne-Marie Johnson (Little Drummer 
Boy), David Hart (Let It Snow), Geoffrey 
Thorne (I Heard the Bells on Christmas 
Day), Crystal Fox (The Christmas 
Song), Alan (Rudolph, the Red-Nosed 
Reindeer) and me (Let's Live Every Day 
Like It Was Christmas). 

While many of the cast tried to 
encourage Carroll to perform “White 
Christmas,” Carroll opted to do the tra¬ 
ditional French carol he selected in both 
languages. After producing his vocal, I 
decided to give the song a Cajun flavor. 

I had created a wish list of per¬ 
formers that I hoped might join 
us on the project and while many 
I approached passed for various rea¬ 
sons, we brought together a who's 
who of Nashville and Atlanta musi¬ 
cians and stars to add to the project. 
We also added two group songs “Jingle 
Bells” and “Christmas Time's A Cornin'” 
enhancing them with the talents of 
stars from bluegrass, gospel and coun¬ 
try music. 

I decided to feature our guests 
on a section one of the songs. 
With “Christmas Time's A Cornin',” it 
was my hope to bring together all the 
major legends of bluegrass music to join 
the cast - Jim and Jesse, Ralph Stanley, 


The Lewis Family, Jimmy Martin, Mac 
Wiseman, Josh Graves, Chubby Wise, 
Doug Dillard were among those that 
accepted. While I tried, we were not 
able to get Bill Monroe and the Osborne 
Brothers. 

However Blue Grass Boys Wayne 
Lewis and Buddy Spicher did join us 
adding to the solid rhythm work pro¬ 
vided by Bill Everett and Gene Daniell. 

“Jingle Bells” became the feature 
focus for the members of the Country 
Music Hall of Fame and others who 
joined us on the project Jimmy 
Dickens, Kitty Wells, Pee Wee King, 
Johnnie and Bobby Wright as well as 
the Marksmen Quartet, Ken Holloway 
The late Grant Turner, Dean of the 
Grand Ole Opry announcers, introduced 
the project. 

Some among the other stars were the 
Whites, Jerry Douglas, Hargus “Pig” 
Robbins, Mose Davis, Jim Hoke, Abe 
Manuel, Jr., and John and Debbie 
Farley. 

There were several folks who helped 
ease my efforts bringing the project 
together, John and Debbie Farley, Ned 
Burris, Doug Wilmer, Ben Hall and my 
late mother Pearl Franks. 

John was my right hand as 
I brought the project together. 
Once completed, next came finding a 
company willing to work with us to dis¬ 
tribute the project while helping us pro¬ 
vide the monies raised to various chari¬ 
ties. Company after company turned 
us down until Chris White of Sonlite 
Records and now Crossroads Music 
decided he would invest the time and 
energies to help us make the project a 
success. 

Thanks to his help, the project became 
one of the most successful Christmas 
titles of 1991 and 1992 and was con¬ 
sidered for awards by the Recording 
Academy, the Country Music Association 
and the International Bluegrass Music 
Association. 

So why did I get tired of hearing 
Jingle Bells, well to be short, we had 
prepared a soundtrack for the cast. It 
was the wrong key, so at the last min¬ 
ute, John Farley took his guitar and 
played along as the cast sang. I then 
had to take that very fluid performance 
and build the musical arrangement 
around it along with the features of 
all the stars and musicians that added 
their talents. 

By the time I was done, I am sure 
I had heard the song close to a couple 
hundred times. Needless to say, I had 
the time of my life and as I listen back, 
sometimes, I wish I could be there with 
them all over again.

Invite your elderly 
neighbor over for some of 
your holiday celebrations, 
especially if they would 
otherwise spend the holi¬ 
days alone. 

Holiday cards can mean 
a lot to older adults, and 
with loss, it is not uncom¬ 
mon for cards to dimin¬ 
ish in number with every 
passing year. For some 
older adults, mail is the 
only communication they 
receive from friends and 
family. Make an effort 
to send a card with an 
upbeat greeting and 
update about your life 
and family. Cards filled 
with bad news, such as 
updates on those who 
died or fell ill, can be 
upsetting and stressful. 
If an older adult needs 
help reading or writing 
a card, take time to sit 
with them. 

Help older adults dec¬ 
orate for the holidays. 
Offer to help them hang 


lights, carry boxes and 
prepare the house. If 
they are in an assisted 
living facility or nurs¬ 
ing home, make the holi¬ 
days brighter by bringing 
favorite or meaningful 
decorations. If the per¬ 
son uses a wheelchair, or 
is confined to a bed, place 
the decorations in plac¬ 
es that will be most vis¬ 
ible to accommodate their 
needs. 

Encourage older adults 
to attend holiday celebra¬ 
tions and events. Social 
activities and events to 
look forward to can be 


meaningful and can 
contribute to feelings of 
belonging and well-being. 

If an older adult typi¬ 
cally throws his or her 
own party , you can help 
plan and carry out the 
event if need be. You may 
decide to throw a holiday 
party in honor of a spe¬ 
cial loved one just to let 
them know how much 
they mean to you and 
others. 

This can be an uplift¬ 
ing celebration and help 
keep the older adult con¬ 
nected with their friends 
and community.
